“There are some aspects of the po- 
sition in the United States with - 
gard to the league of nations which 
_ are not wholly understood in Great 
Britain. In the hope that, as a re- 
sult of my recent stay in Washing- 
ton, I may be able to make that po- 
sition better understood, I venture to 
offer the following observations. 
They rep nt only my own per- 
sonal opiniadn and nothing more, and 
they are given simply as those of a 
private individual. 

“In Great Britain afd the allied 
countries there is naturally impa- 
tlence and disappointment at the de- 
lay of the United States in ratifying 
the peace treaty and the covenant 
of the league of nations. It is per- 
haps not so generally recognized here 
that there is also great impatience 
and disappointment in the United 
States. 

Deadlock Keenly Regretted. 

“Nowhere is the impasse caused 
by the deadlock between the Preai- 
dent and the Senate more keenly 
regretted than in the United States. 
where there is a strong and even 
urgent desire in the public opinion 
fo see a way out of that impasse 
found which will be both honorable 
to the United States and helpful to 
the world. 

“It would be well to understand 
the real difficulties with which the 


people of the United States have | 


been confronted. In the clear light 
of right understanding, what seemed 
the disagreeable features of the 
situation will ase@me a More favor- 
able and intelligible aspect 

“Let us first get rid of one pos- 
sible misunderstanding. No charge 
of bad faith or repudiating signa- 
tures can be brought against the ac- 
tion of the United States Senate. 
By the American Constitution it ts 
an independent body, an independent 
element in the treaty-making power. 


' Jte refusal to ratify the treaty can- 


not expose either ttself or the coun- 
try to a charge of bad faith or re- 
pudiation. 

“Nor ia it fair to represent the 
Tnited States as holding up the 
treaty solely for motives of party 
politics and thereby sacrificing the 
Interests of the other nations for 
this petty consideration. 

“It is true that there are party 

litics and personal animosities in 

e United , Btates. An American 
who saw much of England between 
1880 and 1890 said that the present 
conditions of politics tn the United 
States reminded him of what he had 
observed in London, when Gladstone 
firet advocated hyme rule for Ire- 
land. Party politics and personal 
animosities arising out of them op- 
erate in every democratic country. 
They are factors varying from time 
to time in degree, but always more 
or leas active, and they operate upon 
every public question which is at all 
controversial. They are, however,

giements, and that it does not le 
with other countries to reproach the 
United States. 

“It would be well, therefore, for 
the reasons both of truth and expe- 
diency, to concentrate our attention 
on the real underlying causes of the 
Senate's insistence upon reservations 
in ratifying the covenant of the 
league of nations. 

to En ents. 

“1. There is in the United States 
a real conservative feeling for the 
traditional policy and one of these 
traditions, consecrated by the advice 
of Washington, is to abstain from 
foreign and particularly from . Eu- 
ropean entanglements. Even for na- 
tions which have been used to Euro- 
pean alliances the league of nations 
is felt to be something of a new de- 
parture. This is still more true for 
the United States, which has hitherto 
held aloof from all outside alliances. 
For the league of nations is not 
merely a plunge into the unknown. 
but a plunge iryito something of which 
historical advice and traditions have 
hitherto positively disapproved. It 
does not gay that it will not make 
this new departure. It recognizes 
that world conditions have changed, 
but it desires time to conisder, to 
feel ite way and to act with caution. 
Hence this desire for some qualifica- 
tion and reservation. 

“2. The American Constitution not 
vnly makes possible but, under cer- 
iain conditions, renders inevitable a 
conflict between executive and legis- 
latures. It would be possible, as the 
covenant of the league of nations 
stands, for a President in some fu- 
ture years to commit the United 
States, through the American repre- 
sentative on the council of nations, 
to a policy of which the legislatures 
at that time might disapprove. 

Constitutional Question. 

“The contingency is one which 
cannot arise in Great Britain, where 
the Government is dally responsible 
to the representative authority of the 
House of Commons and where, in 
case of a conflict between the House 
of Commons and the overnment, 
the latter must either 


give way or public opinio aust de- 


cide between them and assert itself 


by immediate general elections. This 
contingency is therefore not present 
to our minds, and in ratifying the 
league of nations we have no need to 
make any reservations to provide for 
a contingency which cannot arise in 
Great Britain. 

“But in the United States it is oth- 
erwise. The contingency is within 
the region of practical politics. They 
have reason and, if they so desire, 
the right to provide against it. Res- 
ervations with this object are, there- 
fore, an illustration not only of party 
politics, but of a great constitutional 
question which constantly arrives be- 
tween the President and the Senate. 
and it would be no more fair to la- 
bel this with the name of party poll- 
tics than it would be to apply that 
name to some of the great constitu- 
tional struggles which arose between 
the House of Commons and the ex- 
ecutive authority in Great Britain in 
the days before the question had 
finally’ been settled in favor of the 
House of Commons. 

“What, then, may be fairly expect- 
ed from the United States [In this 
great crisis of world policy, for a cri- 
sis, indeed, it ia? If the participa- 
tion of the United States would be 
helpful in inourring the victory In 
the critical months of 1918, its help 
would be even more essential to se- 
cure stability in peace. Without the 
present league of 
nations may become little better than

Should Operate at Once. 


“For this purpose it should oper- 
ate at once and begin here and now, 
in the first years of peace, to estab- 
lish a reputation for justice, modera- 
tion and. strength. Without the Unit- 
ed States it will have neither the 
overwhelming physical nor moral 
force behind it that it should have, 
or if it has the physical force it will 
not have the same degree of moral 
force, for it will be predominatingly 
European and not a world organiza- 
tion and it will be tainted with all 
the inter-racial jealousies of Burope. 

“With the United States in the 
league of nations war may be pre- 
vented and armaments discouraged, 
and it will not be in the power of the 
fretful nations of the world to dis- 
turb genuine peace. Without the 
league of nations the old order of 
things will revive, the old conse- 
quences will recur, there will again 
be some great catastrophe of war in 
which the United States will again 
find itself compelled to intervene for 
the same reason and at no less or 
even greater cost than in 1917. 

“It would be a mistake to suppose 
that the American people are pre- 
pared or wish to withdraw their in- 
fluence in world affairs. Americans 
differ among themselves as to 
whether they could or ought to fhave 
entered the war sooner than’ they 
did. It is neither necessary not 
profitable for foreigners to discuss 
this point now. 


“What is common to all Americans 
and to all foreigners who know is the 
unselfish, whole-hearted spirit in 
which the American nation acted 
when it came into the war. The im- 
mediate adoption of compulsory mili- 
tary service and, even more, the ra- 
tioning of food and fuel in those mil- 
lions and millions of households over 
euch a vast area, not by compulsion, 
but by purely voluntary action in re- 
sponse to an appeal which had no 
compulsion behind rt, is a remark- 
able and even astonishing example of 
national spirit and idealism. 

“That spirit is still there. It ie as 
much a part of the nature and possi- 


bilities. of the Américan people ase 


any other characteristic. It is not 
possible for such a spirit to play such 
@ part as it did in the war and then to 
relapse and be extinguished alto- 
gether. It would be a great mistake 
to suppose that because the citizens 
of the United States wish to limit 
their obligations they therefore pro- 
pose to themselves to. play a small 
part in the league of nations. 

“If they enter the league as a will- 
ing partner with limited obligations, 
it may be well that American opinion 
and American action inside the 
league will be much more fruitful 
than if they entered as a reluctant 
partner who felt that her hand had 
been forced. It is thig spirit, in this 
hope and in this expectation that I 
think we should approach and are 
justified in approaching considera- 
tion of American reservations. 


Material Qualifications. 


“I do not deny that some of them 
are material qualifications of the 
league of nations as drawn up at 
Paris or that they must be disap- 
pointing to those who are with that 
covenant as it stands and are even 
proud of it, but those who have had 
the longest experience of political af- 
fairs and especially of treaties know 
best how often it happens that diff- 
culties which seem more formidablo 


‘in anticipation and on paper never 


arise in practice. 

“I think this is likely to be partic- 
ularly true in the working of che 
league of nations. The difficulties 
and dangers which the Americans 
foresee in it will probably never arise 
or be felt by them when they are 
once in the league. And in the same 
way the weakening and injury to the 
league which some of its best friends 
apprehend from the American resecr- 
vations would not be felt in practice. 

“If the outcome of the long contro- 


not be accepted in a spirit of pessim- 
ism. 

“The most vital considerations are 
that representatives should be ap- 
pointed to the council of the league 
of nations bs 41] the nations that are 
members of the council, that these 
representatives should bo men who 
are inspired by the ideais for which 
we entered *ne war, and that these 
representatives should be inustracted 
and supported in that same spirit of 
equity and freedom by the govern- 
ments and public opinion of the 
countries which are now partners in 
peace. 

“If that be the spirit in which the 
council of the league of nations deals 
with the business that comes before 
it, there need be no fear that the 
representative of the United States 
on that .council will not take part in 
realizing the hopes with which the 
ieague has been founded. 

Self Governing Dominions. 

“There is one particular reserva- 
tion which must give rise to some 
difficulty in Great Britain and self- 
governing dominions. It is that 
which has reference to the six Brit- 
ish votes in the assembly of the 
league of nations. The self-govern- 
ing dominions are full members of 
the league. 

“They will admit and Great Brit- 
ain can admit no qualification what- 
ever of that right. Whatever the 
self-governing dominions may be in 
the theory and in the letter of the 
Constitution, they have in effect 
ceased to be colonies in the old 
sense of the word. They are free 
communities, independent as regards 
all their own affairs and partners in 
those which concern the empire at 
large. 

“It is a special status and there 
can be no deregation from it. To 
any provision which makes it clear 
that none of the British votes can be 
used in a dispute likely to lead to 


rupture in which any part of the’! 


British empite ia involved, no ex- 
ception can be taken. This is only 
a reasonable interpretation of the 
covenant as it now stands. 

“If any part of the British empire 
is involved in a dispute with the 
United States, the United States will 
be unable to vote and all parts of 
the British empire precisely, because 
they are partners will be parties to 
that dispute and equally unable to 
vote. But as regards this right to 
vote where they are not parties to 
the dispute there can be no qualifi- 
cation, and there is very general ad- 
mission that the votes of the self- 
governing dominions would in most 
cases be found on the same side as 
that of the United States. 

“It must not be supposed that in 
the United States there is any tend- 
ency to grudge the fact that Canada 
and the other self-governing domin- 
ions of the British empire have 
votes, but any person with the small- 
est understanding of public audi- 
ences must realize the feeling created 
by the statement that the United 
States with several million more 
English-speaking citizens than there 
are in the whole of the British em- 
pire, has only one to six votes. 

“IT am not concerned to discuss 
here how this problem of equality 
of voting may be adjusted in prac- 
tice. It will not be important. In 
sentiment and political feeling it is 
a very powerful factor. We can 
neither give way about the votes for 
the self-governing dominions nor 
can we ignore the real political dif- 
ficulty in the United States. 

“It may be sufficient to observe 


‘that the reservation of the United 


States, as far as known at the time of 
writing, does not in any way chal- 
lenge the right of the self-governing 
dominions to exercise their votes, 
nor does it state that the United 
States will necessarily reject the de- 
cision to which those votes have 
been cast. It is therefore possible, I 
think it is even more than probable, 
that in practice no dispute will ever 
arise. Our object is to maintain the 
status of the self-governing domin- 


follows: 


“The frequency with which testi- | 
mony is given in the trial of criminal | 


cases showing unlawful, unprovoked 
and, sometimes, extreme brutality of 
police officers upon prisoners in their 
charge, calls for effective preventa- 
tive means. 

“Any officer who brutally and 
without cause chastises any person in 
his custody should be promptly dis- 
charged from the force. He is guilty 
of the worst form of oppression in 
office, and is unfit to be clothed with 
authority. I am aware that this of- 


fense against the law is one difficult | 


to correct, because it is committed 
by a sworn guardian of the law 
against one charged with a violation 
of the law, the latter affirming the 
assault and the officer denying it. 
“Used to Get Confessions.” 


“Recently persons in charge of 
members of the police force were un- 
mercifully assaulted and not an offi- 
cer would admit knowledge of who 
committed the outrage. It appears 
usually te be resorted to to force 
confessions. 

“We recently tried a case in which 
the only evidence of the defendant's 
connection with the case charged 
against him, as made by the evi- 
dence, was a confession by the de- 
fendant wrung from him by violent 
means. I am giad to say that the 
jury very properly acquitted the de- 
fendant. (The Court referred to the 
case of Archie Watkins, charged with 
stealing six bars of pig lead. He tes- 
tified that he did not take the lead 
but that he received a good beating 
from policemen.) 


Also Assails “‘Hounding.”’ 


Another abuse by police officers 
is the hounding of men, who, for 
some reagon or no reason have in- 
curred their displeasure, by arrest- 
ing them time after time without any 
cause or reason to suspect a cause, 
only to have them released 
any charge being brought 
them. : 

“I commend these matters to your 
consideration.”’

Chief of Police O’Brien, upon 
learning of Judge Klene’s instruc- 
tions, said that he, would welcome 
an investigation of his department 
by the grand jury.

“framed-up” defenses on the part 
of men charged with crime. 

“Nearly every man who ever 
made a confession to the police later 
repudiated it,’’ he said, “and, in ex- 
plaining why they had made such 
confessions, have invariably charged 
the police with brutality. No such 
assaults as have been described by 
defendants would be tolerated by 
the Board of Police Commissioners. 

“Only recently a man who had 
confessed the theft of an automo- 
bile denied, when on trial, having 
made such a confession voluntarily 
and insisted that it had been wrung 
from him by ‘third degree’ methods, 
including a severe beating by po- 
licemen. We proved that he told an 
untruth by producing as a witness 
his brother-in-law, who admitted on 
the stand that he himself had beaten 
the defendant because the latter had 
mistreated his wife. He also testi- 
fled that he was present when the 
confession was made and that no co- 
ercion was used by the officers.

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BISBEE DEPORTATION 
TRIALS ARE BEGUN 


Three of 210 Accused of Kidnap- 
ing Striking Copper Miners 
Get Hearing at -Tomb- 


stone, Ariz. 
By the Associated Press. 
TOMBSTONE, Ariz. Feb. 2.— 


Three men of the 210 accused of kid- 
naping in connection with the depor- 
tation of 1136 striking copper miners 
and their sympathizers from Bisbee, 
Ariz., to New Mexico, on July 132, 
1917, went to trial in the Cochise 
County Court here today. Fred 
Sandther and James Boyd, mine shift 
bogses, of the Warren mining district, 
and Phil Tovrea, Bisbee meat dealer, 


were the first defendants to face the 
State court. 

The other defendants include min- 
ing officials, bankers, business and 
professional men of the Warren dis- 
trict, which embraces the mining 
camps and cities of Bisbee, Lowell, 
Warren, Bakersville and other small- 
er camps. 

What the State Charges. 

The State charges the defendants 
with putting into effect a kidnaping 
conspiracy to deprive the deportees 
of their lawful rights. Besides the 
defendants, it was said by the Prose- 
cuting Attorney that more than 1000 
persons participated in the deporta- 
tions, rounding up the strikers and 
sympathizers, loading them into box 
cars and sending them across the 
State boundaries into New Mexico, 
where later the deportees were cared 
for in a great camp provisioned and 
cared for by United States soldiers. 

The defense, it was intimated when

Enterprises on March 1 at 
$1 to $1.50 Each.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Sam L. 
Rogers, director of the census, is 
looking for 1200 persons between the 
ages of 21 and 60 to assist in taking 
the biennial industrial census of the 
United States. The work will begin 
March 1 and will last from two to 
four months. Rogers estimates that 
the canvassers, who will be paid 
1.50 for each new enterprise listed 
and $1 each’ for others, can earn 
from $125 to $150 a month.  Dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors and mar'nes 
will be given the preference in mak- 
ing appointments. Applications 
should be made to the Director of 
the Census at Washington. 

Statistics will be gathered on 
manufactures, mines and quarries, 
oil and gas wells, for the calendar 
year, 1919. The last such census 
was taken in 1914, but beginning 
this year the work is to be done 
every two years. Though under the 
direction of the census bureau here, 
it is entirely independent of the pop- 
ulation census now in progress. 

For the industrial census, the 
country has been divided into 539 
districts, of which 18 are in Mis- 
souri. Headquarters for that State 
will be at St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Joplin, and 32 special agents will be 
required.

THE FARMER'S STRIKE. } 

A report from Washington, based on replies to a. 
questionnaire sent out by the Postoffice Department, | 
says that farmers are talking about curtailing pro= 
duction. Undoubtedly some farmers are. But that’ 
farmers as a class are debating such a policy may be 
rejected as absurd. 

There have been smal! efforts, limited to certain 
crops and sections, at curtailing production. They 
have pretty generally failed. Why? Because to the 
capable farmer idle acres are anathema, just as is) 
the idle factory to the manufacturer. It should not 
be overlooked, either, that idle land, that is, neglect-. 
ed land, rusts very much the same as does idle ma- 
chinery. No sensible farmer is going to sit quietly 
by and watch his land run back Into weeds and wil- 
derness after years expended in its cultivation. 

But if a strike of farmers is preposterous, the fact 
must be faced, just the same, that the farmer has 
grievances and problems which the skill and experi- 
ence of the whole nation must assist {n solving. The 
farmer is facing an acute labor shortage. It Is dif-' 
ficult for him to get help, notwithstanding the high | 
_ wages be offers. Always, too, the city is calling to: 
the boys and girls of the farms, with its easier occu- | 
pations, its bigger wages, its supposedly superior in- 
_ducements and opportunities. 

Again, the farmer realizes that the present dis-| ; 
tributing system is faulty. There is an incredible dis- | 
tance between the farm and the table. The farmer 
compares the prices which city consumers pay for 
his products with the prices he receives for them. He | 
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proved. 

The great object of the League of Nations is 
to prevent future war and to discourage from 
the beginning the growth of aggressive arma- 
ments which would lead to war.

As was) 
pointed out by our delegation then this court will 
take cognizance of all international disputes not | 
yielding to diplomacy, which are susceptible of so-| 
lution by the application of legal principles. It was'| 
realized that international controversies fall into 
two broad classes; that is to say, one class is purely 
political, to which no legal rules can apply, and must 
therefore be solved by arbitration upon grounds of 
compromise or expediency; the other class embraces | 
disputes, nonpolitical in character, practically all 
of which may be solved by existing principles of law. 
There is ample machinery already erected for the 
former class of controversies, if its use is made com- 
pulsory, in the permanent court of arbitration at 
The Hague. The international court of justice will 
supply machinery for the latter class and in time 
will build up a body of international case laws which 
all states will accept. 

The convention of 1907 for a court of arbitral jus-
